(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a cosmetic 
excellent in preventing effect from getting older, 
activating metabolism of hair roots on a scalp and having 
excellent effect improving growth of the hair roots. 
SOLUTION: This cosmetic includes (A) a component 
originated in pine bark including proanthocyanidin of 
formula I (n is 1-1 ,000; R is H or OH) as a main 
component and preferably (B) 

diisopropylaminedichloroacetate. The component A is a 
substance extracted from pine bark of French beach 
pine growing in the Bordeaux area of France and Atlantic 
coast of Pyrenean mountains and its dosage is 
preferably 0.01-10 wt.% based on total weight of the 
objective cosmetic and the dosage of component B is 
preferably 0.01-10 wt.%. 
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
